WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Ignor- 
ing the State Department's order of 
deportation, Secretary of Labor 
Wilson today granted Lord Mayor 
O@Wallaghan of Cork, who arrived in 
Newport News last week without a 
passport, permission to land as a 
seaman. According to the ruling 
the Mayor is permitted to land to 
reship on “any vessel bound for 


any foreign port or place, unless the 
Secretary of State directs that he be 
kent on his vessel.”

SHORT-LIVED UIET.

During the last week there 
was a continuous succession of 
tragedies in which crown forces and 
persons identified with the Sinn Fein 
movement appeared to have suffered 
about equally. 
The atmosphere now ie similar to 
that in Cork before martial law was 
declared. The people are becoming 
afraid to venture out, owing to the 
fatalities among innocent civilians. 
The city ts alive with rumors. 
According to one report ambus- 
rades against crown forces. which 
have been staged chiefiv after the 
curfew hour, will take place at day- 
light, regardless of the risk of such 
attack to pedestrians, to force an 
extension of the martial law. 


EXPECT MARTIAL LAW. 


That martial law will be institut- 
ed generallv is credited. The belief 
prevails that it will be put into ef- 
fect in the next few days and be ac- 
companied by the changing of the 
eurfew hour from 10 to 8 p.m. 

The military authorities were 
never more active in the streets than 
now: there is not only a marked in- 
crease in the number of raids on 
houses, but people walking in the 
streets are undergoing in increased 
numbers the ordeal of sudden chal- 
lenge and search. 

Notwithstanding the renewed

Several Republican Sen- 
ators were said to have explained 
that the permanent tariff bill would 
be whipped into shape before the 
expiration of the emergency law and 
that the latter would then be auto- 
matically repealed. 

There was no record vote on any 
of the seven amendments which were 
added to the bill in today’s meeting, 
although Senator Simmons, Demo- 
crat, North Carolina, said the Demo- 
crats “generally voted against every- 
thing.” One of the amendments 
agreed to yesterday, that placing a 
duty on certain dairy products, was 
changed today, a higher rate being 
accepted.

Attempts of several opponents of 
the bill to load it down with amend- 
ments dealing with extraneous sub- 
jects were unsuccessful. 

In its tariff revision hearings to- 
day, the House Ways and Means 
Committee took up Schedule D of 
the Underwood act, comprising wood 
and wood products. 

John H. Kirby of Austin, 
president of the Southern Tariff As- 
sociation, asked the committee for a 
rate of 15 per cent ad valorem on 
imported lumber, saying that such a 
tariff would yield $6,000,000 annually 
in revenue and would not increase 
the lhimber cost to American con- 
sumers.

It contains much of cheer, 
and is the first authentic authorized 
review of the condition of the big 
concern that has become available 
since the parent company encoun- 
tered rough going, which is said to 
have been the cause of many ill-ad- 
vised and unfounded rumors of ar 
existing condition much more se- 
rious than is warranted by the facts 
in the case. 

“LIABILITY” AN ASSET. 

The chief item listed under lia- 
bilities is $7,229,863.79, payable to 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany of Akron and evidenced bv 
notes at 6 per cent, due Dec. 1, 1925, 
carrying an option to purchase 
$6,000,000 par value common stock 
on or before that date. ~ 

Instead of being a current labil- 
ity, however, this item, by reason of 
the inspired long-term extensien se- 
cured through the local directorate, 
hecomes really a capital, 
made available at a vely 
low rate of interest. 

This sum is represented largely in 
raw and finished material, and stands 
for the initial ability of the Los An- 
geles corporation to proceed with the 
production of tires without enter- 
ing the call money market with its 
high interest rates. 

A few months ago it became ap- 
parent that the tire market was 
oversupplied, a condition brought 
about in part by the throwing . 
the market.of large quantities of 
tires made up by war babies and re- 
leased for liquidation purposes at 
ruinous prices. This competition was 
felt more extensively in the East 
than jn California. 

Thén came a period of stock fre- 
ducing accompanied by some labor 
disturbances and general economic 
unsettlement, which went hand in 
hand with the readjustment of busi- 
ness, which. has been going on 
throughout the country. Naturally 
this brought about of 
production, a laying off of hands, cur- 
tallment of earnings, and finally the 
necessity for refinancing by the par- 
large scale.

GIVEN CREDIT. 


Efforts Bring Resumption of 
Peace With France. 


Bitter Before War. 


Restored Relations Will Aid 
Missions in East. 
CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

ROME,.Jan. i6.—fhe resumption 
ef diplomatic relations between the 
Vaticai and France is due mainly 
te Pope Benedict... Once France 
had decided to make peace with 
the church, the Pontiff personally 
directed the negotiations. Benedict 

» Uke his friend, the late Cardi- 
nal Rampolia, is and always has 
been essentially pro-French, even 
when the French government was 
met only anti-Vatican,.but essential- 
ly anti-Catholic. 

This feeling of antagonism  to- 
ward the Pope and Catholicism was 
_Dditter just before the war broke out 
French were then a 
this continued ani- 
mosity, but were not in a position 
to change the feeling of parliamen- 
‘tary circles. 

When war was declared and the 
mation was threatened with the fate 
of 1870, the government was forced 
to change its policy, as it needed 
the help not only of the Protestants, 
but of the Catholice as well. All 

no matter what their faith, 
rushed to save the country. From 
all parts of the world the French 
monks and priests hurried -to 
France at the ca]! of duty. 

FRENCH LAW FORGOTTEN. 

The French law of separation was 
forgotten. The government, in 
@Gealing with the religious needs of 
the army, adopted all those meas- 
ures which it knew should be ap- 
Blied, without consulting the House 
of Deputies, as they knew perfectly 
well that the feeling was still anti- 
Catholic. 

When appointed a min- 
ister to the Vatican, neh gov- 
ernmental circles diecussed the ad- 
Visability of appointing an ambas- 
sador or minister for the duration 


of the war.  Delcasse himself 
cided that it should be done, but | 
the president of the council, Vi- 


viani, shelved the proposal, as he 
was afraid that its discussion in 
Parliament would provoke trouble. 
Instead, he agreed to arrange that 
the British minister should repre- 
gent Entente interests at the Vati- 
can. was satisfactory until 
the question of French interests i«. 
Palestine were under discussion. 
Then the French government real- 
flzed that a minister of another, 
even though friendly, power could 
not handle the matter as well as a 
nchman. 


HELD IN ABEYANCE. 


Pope Be ict, although willing 
te resume diplomatic relations, 
could not in any way enter into 


negotiations after the abrupt and 
brutal manner in which the separa- 
es of church and state in France 

been conducted. For four 
years the matter remained in abey- 
ance. until 1918, when Clemenceau 
was Prime Minister. It was Clem- 
enceau who, in 1915, had ordered 
his subordinates to conduct. the 
Papal muncie to the frontier, an 
who later also had obtiged the 
President of the French republic to 
refuse the invitation to the TeDeum 


While he was in power he strained 
eve point to prevent the sending 
of an ambassador to the papal 
court. 

In order to strengthen his cause, 
he arranged that a series of articles 
egainst the Pope should appear in 
the Revue De Paris. ut France 
had just finished one War and "er 
people were not desirous of seeing 
the nation split into two on account 
of religious differences. The elec- 
tions which were then held were 
based on this unity in peace as in 
war. 


CLEMENCEAU OPPOSED. 
Even Clemenceau, himself, after 
the election of the candidates of the 


Blocce, issued a proclamation at 
Strasbourg affirming that no French 
citizen would be at a disadvantage 
= account of his religious princi- 
ples. 
Still Clemenceau was opposed to 
the resumption of relations, espDe- 
cially as he saw that the old rancor 
was no longer alive in the breasts 
of the new Deputies. He clung to 
his point and thereby lost the Presi- 
dency. In his stead Deschanel was 
elected and made an enemy of the 
cld Premier bv calling Millerand to 
the post of president of the council. 

Millerand’s first important act 
was a speech in which he mentioned 
that efforts were being made to re- 
sume relations with the Vatican. 
Not a voice of protest was heard 
and a bill was presented asking for 
funds for the re-establishment of 
the embassy. 

DOUCET SENT AS ENVOY. 

Signor Doucet was sent to Rome 
as negotiator. France, as everyone 


knows, sent Gabriele Hanotaux and 
his suite to the canonization of Joan 
of Arc as ambassadorial represent- 
atives of the French republic. But 
Clemenceau, althought defeated, was 
not content 
during the time Ambassador Hano- 
taux was in Rome a great deal of 
intriguing was done by Clemenceau 
and his followers. 

The Vatican received the nego- 
tlator, but was not inclined to sign 
a new concordat on the lines of the 
old one, though it agreed to certain 

opposing parties managed to 
oe “their friends appointed on the 
commissions which were presenting 
the question to the house. The op- 
pogs‘tion managed to have the matter 
discussed several times, and once it 
was only saved by one vote, the idea 
being to save ft until the next gen- 
eral election. .This project has been 
before the house since last March 
for discussion and enly successfully 
passed now. 

AGITATION I8 STARTED. 

The last effort of Clemenceau’s 

party was during the vacation, when 


agitation was started against the 
new law. During the discussion all 
parties wefe heard, from M. 


Noblemeir and Abbe Lemire to the 
Socialists, Paul Bancour and Louis 
Peuchis. 

It was while the discussion was in 
progress that Free Mason member, 
friend of Clemenceau, endeavored to 
speak against the Pope. Deputy Di- 
rector Gailhard loudly protested 
that no one during the war had 
done his duty so well to all his flock 
at Pope Benedict, “and I, who have 
lost three sons in the war, can <ay 
this.” he added. The measure 
passed with a heavy majority. 

Thus religious peace has been re- 
established in France. This will im- 
prove the conditions of the mission- 
aries in the East, as now they will 
have protection whereas before they 
had really no government to whom 
they could apply, as the Italian rep- 
resentatives never in any way help if 
they can manage to get out of the 
difficulty. Having French protec- 
tion In the East will dmprove mat-

To be of applied value clothes must be practically available when 
needed. To be of applied value food must be available when a man 


value. Real values are applicable to real needs. Real values are neither 
theoretical nor evanescent. They are essential and substantial. Water is of 
no value to a thirsty man unless he can drink it. Food is of no value to a 
hungry man, unless he can consume it. Clothes are of no value to a 
nude beggar, unless he can wear them. And of what value is money, unless 
it can be applied to the supplying of some need? 
Needs and supplies must be brought together. 
secret of the ministry of values. The light is of no use if it can not be turned 
on in the dark. The healing salve miust be actually spread on the sore 
spot. You can not paint a house by looking at the colors on a card. Music 
must utter itself before it is music.* Values must get themselves applied 
before they are values. The professionol priest and Levite passed by the 
victifn who had been beaten and bruised by thieves.

| Samaritan who gave him value of practical service. Of what use are priests 
and Levites, if they do not get under the load. We need a revaluation ot 
things in economics, in education, in labor, in human society, in ‘statecraft, 
in” religion.

But we are now applying 
the word “economics” to community house-keeping, to municipal house-

thinking and are really honest with ourselves, do we not have to confess that 
we have a painful overplus of selfish profiteering in all of these spheres of 
economics? Even from the standpoint of ease and satisfaction, could we 
not serve ourselves well on much less than we do? Could we not serve others 
much more than we do? We are told from the secular sources, not from 
the records of the Christian journals, that for two single items of luxury our 
‘American folks are spending three billions’ of @ollars per year. The January 
number of Current Opinion tells us that we spend one billion a year for 
‘candy and two billions for tobacco., If ten dollars will save a hungry child 
a whole year from starving in the eastern land, how many starving children 
would three billions of dollars save? Here is a timely problem for proud 
and prosperous-Americans to solve. Do we not need to pause and think 
deeply on economical values?

—# There is hope for the struggling mil- 
lions in Russia in the despairing appeal 
that Nicholas Lenine, head of the spviets, 
has. made to the proletariat of other coun- 
tries for ‘“‘swift action on their part” in set- 
ting up Bolshevist dictatorships. “if a gen- 
eral rising of workers takes place outside 
Russia,” he argues, “Russia and the world 
will be saved. If it does not take place 
s6on this great experiment in Russia may 
fail and the inevitable triumph of the toil- 
ers be postponed for fifty years.” 


That Macedonian cry sounds much like an 
admission that the equality of misery which 
is sought by the soviets in Russia cannot 
exist as long as there are happy, contented 
and well-f peoples in other parts of the 
vorld. Conscript labor in Russia cannot 
maintain itself against the wage system 
of other states. Miilions of Russians have 
already fled the country and other millions 
ure seeking to emigrate. 


The Times printed last Friday a state- 
ment dictated »y Lenine himself in order 
that its readerg might learn from the lips 
of the Red dictator the state of the soviet 
government in Russia. For the frst time since 
the Red revolution began Lenine expresses 
doubts as to its outcome. He admits that 
it is impossible for Communism to succeed 
in Russia while there are free governments 
fisewhere in the worid. He says: 

If this great experiment fails the 
children at Jeast will be grateful to us, 
for we have done our best tor thenk - 
we have planted seed which will grdw 
into a forest beneath whose shade cap- 
italism cannot live. We have constl- 
tuted for the first time in history a gov- 
ernment of the poor and the oppressed. 

. « . The great French revolution 
placed the academic theories about the 
rights of man on a pinnacle from which 
they can never be displaced. Our Bol- 

-ghevik revolution has graven forever 
on the heart of humanity the words, 

“Dictatorship of the proletariat.” 

It will be observed that Lenine says 
nothing about a Russian republic, nothing 
about a guarantee of liberty and equality 
tc the governed. He boasts of establishing 
a “dictatorship,” a form of government,that 
can only be maintained by force. It seems 
incredible that he should (tmagine any 
enlightened people would exchange the in- 
stitutions of free government for a dicta- 
torship of any form. 


Does Lenine really imagine that the 
American people will consent to exchange 
the institutions of free government which 
they received as a heritage from the found- 
ers of the republic,for class dictatorship? 
Can he be sincere in his delusion that the 
people of Great Britain will surrender the 
rights that they have conquered after a 
battle of 400 years against autocratic priv- 
ilege and accept a dictatorship more debas- 
ing and enslaving than any absolute mon- 
archy that ever existed on British soil? It 
is difficult to escape the conclusion that a 
man who utters such absurdities is either 
a charlatan,a fool or a lunatic, 


In forming his soviet republic Lenine 
adopted the forms of Communism thet were 
tried in Italy and elsewhere centuries ago 
and abandoned as unsvited to the govern- 
ment of states. Communism in its proper 
application may be a benefit to society; 
for Communism means possession in com- 
mon. But it must be a voluntary associa- 
tion. Whenever it is forced on individuals 
against thefr will it becomes tyranny. 
Every syndicate, every corporation is an 
application of the Communist principle... It 
is the possession of property in common 
among hundreds or thousands of individ- 
vals. But whenever the Communist prin- 
ciple is forced upon any number of indi- 
viduals against their will it reduces them 
to a condition of serfdom. It is for this 
reason that the Communist principle is 
applicable to industry, where voluntary as- 
eociation permits intelligent co-operation, 
and not to government. Communism is like 
religion. Its acceptance or rejection must 
be a question not of force, but of free will. 
Dictatorship is the antithesis of free gov- 
ernment, for it gives to a part dominion 
over the whole. 

Some of Lenine’s absurdities make one 
wonder whether the man is mentally un- 
balanced. When he says that ‘the chil- 
Gren at least will be grateful to us” he 
seems to be unaware that there are a mil- 
lion graves in European Russia occupied

by children who have perished on 


the threshold of life through the 


| starvation and misery directly due 


to the soviet government. Russia 
is producing a generation that will 
pass undernourished to manhood 
and womanhood, if they escape with 
their lives, and that will suffer for 
the - of their existence from the 
physkal effects of life under the 
Bolshevist regime. The children of 
Russia will remember the years of 
Bolshevism with the terror of those 
who have passed through some dead- 
ly “plague. Does Lenine imagine 
that the survivors will forget those 
who have perished at the hands of 
his soviet government? 

Lenine laments the defection of 
many countries of Europe of those 


“who were the leaders of Socialism 


in their youth. He says that: 


@ I discovered that 99 per cent 
of these Socialist orators and 
iwriters were for sale to the 
highest bidder. Socialist jour- 
nalists whose clarion voices 
rovsed my young blood had sold 
themselves as slaves to capital- 
istic newspapers, or, worse still, 
had sold their newspapers and 
themselves at the same_ time. 
Socialist orators, having climbed 
into power on the shoulders of 
the people, had sold the people. 
What worse reactionaries are 
there today than Lloyd George, | 
Clemenceau and Millerand. 

If Lenine possessed a judicial 
temperament he would know that 
nine-tenths of Socialism has always 


been pure charlatanism. its nois- 


fest advocates have been agitators 
who exploited the ignorant workers 
and who were seeking only what 
they geuld get pergonally out of it. 
Socialism has never been aught, but 


|-a maze of sophistries, contradictory 


in themselves. A few honest-minded 
persons have been misled, by their 
illusions of youth into believing 
that its theories would lehd them- 
selves to- practical application. 
Lloyd George, Clemenceau and.Mille- 
rand are notable examples of this 
class. When they became intrusted 
with power and saw the disastrous 
effect of ‘the application of such 
sophistries to the government of 


enlightened states they rejected the 


Socialistic theories almost in toto 
and accepted the principles of self- 
government on which the British, 
American and French ‘constitutions 
are founded. 

Socialism is no more practical 
than Bolshevism. Both have been 
tried repeatedly, at a 4errible cost 
to the people of the st&tes that es- 
poused them, and have been found 

anting. 

The Russian peasant has suffered 
for 300 years from that greatest of 
all calamities, not. serfdom but igno- 
rance. Kefensky failed in ‘his at- 
tempt to supplant autocracy ‘with 
representative government because 
the Rgissian masses could not £on.- 
ceive a government wholly foreign 
to their maxims, their traditions 
and their customs. They accepted 
passively the “dictatorship of the 
proletariat” because they thovght 
absolute. power in the hands of a 
dictator was necessary. to govern- 
ment. 
fast during the three years of mis 
ery through which they have passed 
since the dethronement of the Czar. 
. Lenine himself now admits that 
sovietism cannot continue in Rus- 
sia if the rest of the world is not 


stricken by the same mental mala- 


dy. But the rest of the world is 
turning its face resolutely against 
such an impossible machine for the 
direction of government and indus- 
try. These latest admissions from 
Lenine himself renew the hope that 
the plague of Bolshevism is, about 
to pass with other great scourges 
from the face of the earth. It has 
already claimed about as many vic- 
tims in Europe as the World War.

{SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

PARIS, Dec. 30.—The hope that 
the end of the war meant an end to 
the French system of peace-time 
conscription has been definitely 
abandoned. The two-year period 
of service has been revived and will 
continue in force for twenty-four 


months; after that men wiljl be 
drafted for eighteen months. 

The decision reached by the Cabi- 
net is a compromise between the 
views of M. Andre Lefevre, Minister 
of. War, who advocated the two-year 
system owithgut qualification, and 
his colleagues, who asked for the 
immediate reduction eighteen 
montha. 

The army establishment for 1921 
is 696,200 men end 38,473 officers. 
These figures do not include about 
129.000 officers and men either #m- 
ployed in the minigtries or in North 
Africa and Syria. The approximate 
total in army service is 750,000. 

LARGER THAN 1914. 

This force is considerably 
than it was in 1914’ But at that 
time France had recognized the 
danger of an attack by Germany 
and the three-year conscription act 
ef 1918 had been accepted as an in- 
evitable necessity.

They are found tn the character 
of the ench bourgeois, represent- 
ed so completely in President Mil- 
lerand.

REDUCTION LIKELY.

DOESN'T HIT 

FILMS, HE SAYS 
United Artists? Head De- 
clares Public Demand for 
Entertainment is Unabated. 


While the demand for entertain- 
ment continues unatated, there will 
not be any severe stringency in the 
picture business. 

This is the gist of ‘the opinion ex- 
pressed by Hiram Abrams, president 
ef the United Artists, who is now in 
this city, regarding the 
status of the film industry. Mr. 
Abrams has been conferring each 
evening with members of the United 
Artists at the residence of Douglas 
Fairbanks. 

Plans for,the year’s productions 
have been discussed, and an an- 


cles ig expected during the present 
week. 

“There is nothing new in saying 
we are going through a gigantic 
industrial readjustment,” said Mr. 
Abrams, “But there ie something 
pew in the statement that the pic- 
ture industry will prosper regardless 


of any apparent financial depres: 


sion 

Mr. Abrams then pointed out that 
the “Byyers’ Strike’ which is hitting 
every other line, is not affecting the 
amusement business. 

“People were never more hungry 
for entertainment.” he continued. 
“It is well-nigh impussible to obtain 
seats even through speculators for 
most of the New York shows, and 
every picture house on Broadway is 
doing capacity business. Some of 
them are establishing new attend- 
ance totals almost every week. 

“Twice within the last month the 
box office record at the Capitol, the 
largest theater in the United States, 
has been eclipsed, the first time by 
Douglas Fairbanks in “The Mark of 
Zorro’ and later by a foreign-made 
pictyre.” 

This condition is typical of the 
theater situation throughout the en- 
tire country, Mr. Abrams pointed 
out, all of which indicates there is 
an unprecedented demand for the 
product of the screen. 

“After all,” said Mr. Abrams, “‘the 
success of anv business, regardless 
of mitigating circumstances, de- 
pends upon the demand of the buy- 
ing public for the product. And 
when financial Interests fully under- 
stand that never in the history of 
the country has there been a more 
healthy demand for good motion pic-

Scenically, the production 
was up to the best Gatti mark, and 
the best Urban skill in conception 
and execution. The trouble centered 
in an Overdose of the score; . it 
needed pruning, and badly. There 
is still time to turn the endeavor in- 
to what Henry Finck of the Post 
terms “an American success out of 
a European failure.” So we trust 
Mr. Gatti will consider reconsider- 
ing. Something like forty minutes 
of dreary recitative and other unmu- 
sical music would lighten the bur- 
den for our ears.

A highly interesting rtrait is 
that of Conrad Zeller, by ristopher 
Amberger (1500-1562,) who ts quoted 
as one of the best masters of the 
sixteenth century. 
he was a pupil and disciple of Hans 
Holbein the elder. Certainly, this 
portrait shows the Holbein influence, 
though much harder in outline than 
the portraits by his master. In 
1582 Amberger painted a portrait of 
Charles V, which has been compared 
not unfavorably, to Titlan’s portrait 
of the same monarch. For this pic- 
ture, Charles gave him eae Fold chain 
and medal. 

,Hubert Robert (1738-1808) is 
noted principally for his paintings 
of Roman _ architecture. In the 
collection at Cannell’s wa find a 
characteristic example, a superb 
piece of drawing in a cool scheme 
of color, entitled “Ruines Ro- 
maines.”’ Robert was thrown into 
prison during the French revoluti.n, 
and while incarcerated he painted 
his most famous picture, “Taking of 
Prisoners by Torchlight in Open 
Carts from “St. Pelagie to &t. 
Lazarre.” He obtained his free- 
dom by a fluke, a mistake of the 
jailer, who sent another prisoner of 
the same name to the guillotine. 

George Romney (1784-1802) 
painted that great beauty, 
Hamilton, who was at once famcus 
and notorious, so times that 
ell the world knows how lovely she 
really was Like 
she seemed to 
every man who looked at her. As 
Romney was a consummate painter 
of female beguty, we cannot won- 
der that he was interested. Nor 
can we quite blame Lord Nelson 
tor his mad infatuajjon. 

The Lady Hamilton at Cannell’s 
is only a brieg study, but the fiesh 
tints are *moset dexterously handled, 
and we recognize the face and coWwr- 
ing of the enchantress, though her 
figure is (here, at any rate,) rather 
cow-like. The lady shows her 


origin. This sketch ig very much 
like Romney's “Bacchante”’—the 
oe genera] coloring and flesh 
tints. 


Come we now to the last—but by 
no means least-——of our collection of 
old masters, Nicholas Maes (1632- 
1498.) who was a companion with 
Van der Meer in the school of 
Rembrandt in Amsterdam. Maes 
ranks among the beet of the Dutch 
genre painters. The three paint- 
ings by him in the National Gallery 
are of the highest quality. Hig 
early paintings are extremely rare, 
and the one in the present collec- 
tion, “Princess of Orange,” is of ‘a 
later date. Yet it Is very charm- 
ing, exquisite in drawing, the clothes 
of the sitter, silks, satins, jewels, as 
well as the red piece of drapery to 
the left, painted with great dexterity 


and truth. 7 
“Princess of Orange’ is both 
signed and dated, the year being 


14667.. It belonged to the collection 
of Lord Northwick, Cheltenham. It 
left Lord Northwick’s hands at the 
Massey-Mainwaring sale; in London. 
March 16, 190% The picture at Can- 
nell’s tallies exactly with the de- 
scription given at the Massy-Main- 
waring sale, and there is not the 
shadow of a doubt that it is the 
same canvas. 

You are sure to enjoy your study 
of these seven old masters. and it 
is hoped that the data here given, 
which was collected for your edifi- 
cation with considerable trouble ané 
research, will add something to your 
pleasure.

CHESS EXPERT 
AND COMPOSER. 


Serge} Prokofleff Shows His 
High Tactical Proficiency. 


BY EDWIN SCHALLERT. 


He wrote his first opera at the 
age of 7 years, and performed it. 
And now*he is the champion chess 
player am@Ong the musicians. Or at 
least he is making a bid for the 
championship, bacause he beat 
Mischa Elman, who in turn had 
won from Josef Hofmann. So there 
you have a triumph that is not sim- 
ply musical, ‘but also tactical, for 
Sergei Prokofieff, pianist and com- 
poser of Russia, with whom I talked 
for the first time last week on the 
mezzanine of the Clark Hotel. 

I noted en passat, as it were, 
that he also smokes a brand of cig- 
arettes which is generally asso- 
ciated with the doughboys and the 
ALE.F. 

I suppose he uses the long Rus- 
sian ones on Sunday, but I forgot 
to ask. .I always. did havea sus- 
picion ‘mkt those Russian cigarettes 
were something of a frame- “up, any- 
way. 

Sergei Prokofieff—no 
have heartd of him at some time or 
oth Perhaps not, though, be- 
cause his reer since he came to 
this country has been mainly in the 
East, although he entered Americe 
through the Golden Gate. (And inci- 
dentally had to spend three days on 
Angebh Island—‘Devil Island” he 
calls - it—until ‘they found out 
whether he was a Boisheviki or not. 
If they’d known more about music 
and less about politics they prob- 
ably wouldn't have let him stay in 
America.) 

Prokofieff gave the first concert 
of the Ambassador Hotel series at 
Trinity last Thursday, the 13th 
«which shows that Mr. Prokofieff is 
not superstitious.) 

Some time ago followers of fau- 
sical magazines may remembér 
there was a hullabaloo over 
Prokofieff's opera, “The Love of the 
Three Oranges” (which sounds like 
a second cousin to “The Love of the 
Three Kings,” but isn't.) The work 
was to have been produced by the 
(Chicago Opera Association, and 
have Mr. Prokofieff’s «word. for it 
that they spent nearly $59,000 on 
preliminaries after having commia- 
sioned him to write the opera. 

I recall, as a matter of fact, that 
pictures of the settings—futuristi¢, 
you might term them—for the 
opera were published in the musical 
magazines. They are still in stor- 

age in the East, with little chance 
of their being used, owing to en- 
tanglements that arose over the

presentation. 
Meanwhile, however, Mr. Pro- 
kofieff has had the opportunity of 


introducing several of his other im- 
portant works in this country—one 
the “Scythian Suite,” produced bv 
the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, 
with himself conducting, and, be- 
side, hig plano concerto. 

This season he has been touring, 
playing a classical and modern pro- 
grams,. containing some striking ex- 
amples of the. new Russian school. 
among these, compositions by t@n 
men whom he favors particularly. 
but who are practically unknown in 
this country, namely Medtner and 
Miaskowsky. 

“In Russia I presented only mod- 
ern composers,” said Mr. Prokofieff, 
in speaking of the difficulties he en- 
countered at first in America. “J 
found it was out of the question to 
do the same thing here. 

“So I had to start in and learn u 
classical program. I tried to select 


works that were not hackneyed. 
Localiv, I shall probably give the 
Sonata, Op. 101, of Beethoven, one 


of his last compositions in the form. 
and a group of Schubert waltzes. i 
suppose hardly anybody knows that 
there is such a thing as a series of 
Schubert waltzes.

Prohibition Commissioner De- 
clares People Over Their 
Hang-Over. 


Plenty Work Ahead; Whisky 
Rings to Break; Expect 
Busy Time.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 15.—As the 


fest year of national prohibition 
ended tonight, Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Kramer deciared the Ameri- 
cen people were rapidly recovering 
from their “hang-over.” He  be- 
lieves they have begun to taper off 
their liquor drinking. 

Although liquor, some of it 


good, but much of it bad, still is 
obtainabie in large quantities, the 
head of the prohibition enforce- 
ment corps believes the first year's 
work has brought a large measure 
of success. He had expected it to 
be hardest both for the law enforc- 
ing staff and those who were de- 
prived of their beverages. 

In the future, the commissioner 
said, enforcement of the law should 
tecome increasingly easier while 
those who used to put a foot on the 
brass rail should gradually become 
reconctied to the salooniess era. 

“In our (first year,” said Mr. 
Kramer, “we have geen the private 
stocks absorbed like lakes in the 
desert. We have raided and prose- 
cuted. We believe we have made 
life unpleasant for the bootlegger 
and other traffickers in whisky. It 
has been a difficult and sometimes 
dangerous job, yet those of us who 
have been on the job itself can see 
changes for the better.” 

PLENTY OF WORK YET. 

But there remains much to do, 
the commissioner declared. He 
told of whisky “rings” and combi- 
nations and of how the bureau had 
fathered evidence indicating a re- 
birth of the business of bootlegging 
in some places. On the other hand, 
however, Mr. Kramer is convinced 
that there is an increasing senti- 
ment favorable to prohibition which 
eventually will compel many boot- 
leggers to “give up.” 

Records of the prohibition bu- 
reau show that fewer dealers are 
seeking permits te engage legiti- 
mately in the business of handling 
liquor next year. Many of them. 
Mr. Kramer said, knew in advance 
they would be refused because they 
had “taken a chance’ with the law. 
There were more than 70,0060 of the 
permits in existence in the past 
year, but there will be perhaps not 
more than half as many next year. 
The bureau has been busy culling 
out the “undesirables,” for several 
months and the naw list will be 
held to the strictest minimum, the 
commissioner declared. 

During the first ten monthe of 
constitutional prohibition, 35,569,- 
000 gallons of distilled spirits were 
withdrawn, tax paid, from bonded 
vareh@ises. On this basis, it was 
officially estimated that withdraw- 
nls for the year ending tonight 
would exceed 43,000.000 gallons. 

Such withdrawals are permitted 
for nonbeverage purposes, and pro- 
hibition officials are unable to check 
directly on the amount which final- 
ly is diverted te beverage use. Mr. 
Kramer said, however. that large 
quantities are thus consumed and 
it is one of the problems of the bu- 
reau to restrain this transfer. 

Internal revenue records show 
that for the fiscal year ended June 
30. 1919, the st full vear before 
prohibition, withdrawals for al! pur- 
roses aggregated 81.600,000 gallons. 
The recorae also show that with- 
drawals for nonbeverage uses dur- 
ing the months of that year aver- 
aged only about one-fourth of the 
amount taken out of bonded stor- 
age for drinking purposes. 

PRINCIPAL PROBLEM. 

One of the principal problems en- 
countered in the enforcement work, 
Mr. Kramer said, is the vartation in 
the points of view of Federal-attor- 
neys and courts. It has been diffi- 
cult to obtain interpretations of the 
law that are similar, he continued, 
while the infliction ot pena!ties like- 
wise has varied. United States at- 
torneys have differed as to the 
powers and duties of agents and, 
where there has not been a majority 
of citizens favoring prohibition, 
Federal courts have dealt lightly 
with offenders. 

Mr. Kramer believes, however, 
that the second year wiil show im- 
provement in this connection also. 


| He said uniform plans of court pro- 


cedure were certain to come and 
that, as a result, prosecutions would 
be better handled. 

Enforcement officials have struck 
a ena¢c and continually are con- 
tronted with problems concerning 
the manufacture and sale of indus- 
trial alcohol. It has been a source 
ef daily trouble for the agents, the 
commissioner declared. Rules and 
regulations governing its production 
and handling have been promu)gat- 
ed from time to time, but in every 
Instance, according to the bureau 
head, there comes a new flood of 
complaints. These always require a 
new determination of what is or 
what is not, product that can be 
used as a beverage. 

“The bureau fully comprehends 
the importance of industrial alco- 
hol,”” Mr. Kramer asserted. “It does 
not desire to hamper or hinder its 
legitimate use, but there are s0 
many persons who will drink any 
concoction that has a ‘kick’ that we 
just have to be strict.” 

Mr. Kramer said many manutic- 
turers of patent medicines refuse 
to believe their product has become 
a popular. prohibition beverage. 
They attribute the tncrease in sales 


jto an awakening of the people to 


the formulae’s medicinal value. 

“But we know differently here.” 
the commissioner deciares. ‘The 
alcoho! and not the medical potion 
contained in those bottler is the 
reason for their popularitv. So the 
‘kick’ must be taken out of such 
rreparations or they nrust be medi- 
cated to a point where the taste 
will not be pleasant. 

“Our men have compelled manu- 
facturerse of some such medicines tv 
correct their products already and 
‘he others will be taken care of as 
fast as we can get them.”

gling, 


Liquor smuggling. like the pro- 


duction of moonshine whisky, has 
developed into a business of high 
profits since the advent of prohibi- 
tion, In fact, revenue officers 
assert that the value of liquor thus 
brought in exceeded the estimated 
worth of all other smuggled com- 
modities. 
DIFFICULT TO CURB. 

Mr. Kramer said the enforcement 
agents’ worst problem with respect 
to liquor “running’’ was in the 
Great Lakes area and along the St. 
Lawrence River section of the Cana- 
dian border. It has been difficult 
to curb and the end is not yet. The 
profits are increasing as the loca! 
supplies decrease and this condition, 
the commissioner telieves, means 
that greater effort at enforcement 
must be concentrated along borders 
ef the country. 

Port cities, especially along the 
Atlantic Coast, have given the »u- 
reau trouble, for foreign mariners 
ere willing to help Americans ob- 
tain quantities of any kind of bev- 
erages no longer sold here. But a 
weeding out of the enforcement 
staff, the elimination of such men 
who have not resisted the smuge- 
«ling of liquer from foreign ships, is 
expected by officials to correct that 
condition eventually. 

As for the moonshiner, § Mr. 
Kramer candidly stated that “we 


always will have some of him with) 


us.” Operating in the mountain 
fastness, his still will spring up 
again, and again, but the head of 
the dry forces is optimistic. He de- 
clared the sentence had been read 
for the moonshiner. too, and that 
the combined forces of prohibition 
and internal revenue could keep on 
his trailas long as Congress au- 
thorized employment of men for 
that purpose.

TRIED TO FORCE VOTE. 


The plaintiffs, declaring them- 
selves to be duly qualified and regis- 
tered voters within the municipal 
limits of the city of San Diego, 
brought the proceeding against the 
Mayor and Common Council of the 
city, to compel the Council to either 
pass or submit at a special election 
a certain ordinance desired to be put 
into effect by the petitioners. 

A judgment for the issuance of 1 
reremptory writ was made after 


hearing, and the defendants up- 
pealed. By the judgment of the 
Appeal Court, in an opinion writ- 


ten by Justice James, in which he is 
joined by Justices Conrey and Shaw, 
the judgment is reversed, and it ts 
further ordered that the Superior 
Court enger its order dismissing the 
proceedings. 

The proposed ordinance had to do 
with the matter of material to be 
veed in street construction and sur- 
face work. The court holds that the 
city of San Diego is governed by ihe 


general law of the State in the mat- 


ter of the Improvement of streets. 
and that under the law the city has 


the right to determine the kind of 


material to be used in street improve- 
It is further held that 


that only the State Legislature or 
the electors of the Sate as a body. 
acting under the initiative, may 


‘change the State law. The. ordinance 


would likewise operate to amend 
the freeholders’ charter, authority 
for which, in the manner proposed, 
does not exist. 

Electors by the mere filing of a 
petition otherwise sufficient, pro- 
posing an ordinance for adoption, 


have nof the right to compel either 


the adeption of the ordinance or the | 


submission of the same to a vote of 

the electors regardiess of the sub- 

fect matter contained therein. 
STATE LAW CONTROLS. 


Where no particular provisions 
are made covering a matter falling 
within the classification of a “‘mu- 
nicipal affair,” the State law con- 
trols. The State law defines the 
powers of city councils in the mat- 
ters concerned in the proposed 
erdinance, and nether’ the City 
Counct! nor the electors. in the man- 
rer here attempted, have the right 
to change, modify or restrict the 
power given under the _§ statute. 
Where no special procedure is out- 
lined touching a municipal subject, 
the State law always controls by 
force of the constitution. ; 

The court further declares that 
the fact that executive action its tak- 
en by ordinance or resoluion would 
not make it subject to the power of 
the referendum. With respect te 
such action no matter how effected, 
the people, u¢tler the constitutional 
reservation, would not have the 
power of invoking the referendum tv 
reject or approve bv popular vote. 
The provisions of the referendum 
should be held applicable to all ordi. 
nances and resolutions which con- 
stitute an exercise of legislative 
power. To allow it to‘be invoked 
to annul or delay exccutive conduct 
would destroy the ecfficien@v neces- 
sary to the successf.1]1 acdiministration 
of the business affaira of the city. In 
many cases it would entirely prevent 
the exercise of the executive power 
to carry out the acts determined bv 
the leeislative department, says the 
decision.

Business Men Will Travel in 
Western Mexico. 


Date Fixed for February 7, to 
| Last Twelve Days. 


Arizona to be Also Annexed 
to Local Trade Zone. ° 


Arrangements and itinerary for a 
second peaceful invasion and trade- 
establishing excursion of Mexico 
have been completed by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, as the natural re- 
sult of the success attending the 
first excursion that extended Les 
Angeles’ glad hand to the Obre- 
gon administration at the inaugural 
ceremonies. Definite establishment 
of enlarged trade relations, both 
for export and import, is regarded 
as the outcome, as it is the 
pose, of the business houses par- 
ticipating. 

At 6 p.m., February 7, the whistle 
will blow for the second Chamber 
of Commerce excursion to Mexico— 
this 6ne to go down the West Coast 
into the Mexican tropics. 

This will also be an Arigona ex- 
cursion, and an opportunity will be 
given to make acquaintances and 
business connections in Phoenix, 
Tucson and Nogales. three of the 
best cities of Arizona. 

There has been such an enthusi- 
astic demand for a second excur- 
eion, this time to another part of 


| Mexico, that the board of directors 


‘unhesitatingly approved a recom- 
mendation for this trip, It was 
found necessary to make the trip 
early in February, as ite success 
might have been hampered if de- 
layed until Bent. The Nogales 
Chamber of Commerce also is plan- 
ning a West Coast excursion. 

The excursion will traverse, be- 
sides the State of Arizona in the 
United States, the States of Sonora, 
/Binaloa and Nayarit in Mexico. The 
first excursion was through the 
States of Central Mexico and over 
the high plateaux of that region, 
much of which was similar to Ari- 
gona in appearance. The second 
will be along the coast in low alti- 
tudes, much of it tropical in ap- 
pearance. 

THE ITINERARY. 


Besides visiting the Arizona cities 
named,

New Type of 
Motor Invented 


| by Local Man. 


An electrical] invegtion simplifying 
the original winding and rewinding 
‘of small alternating-current motors, 
which will have important bearing 
on cost of production and length of 
meruice of the fractional horsepower 
motors and thereby largely increase 
thefy usefulness, has been perfected 
by Alexander Zarky, of $30 West 
Temple street, a mechanic who has 
been using his spare time for years 
to its development. The invention 
has the indorsement of electrical ex- 
rerts connected with leading electri- 
cal coneerns of thie city. 

The invention consists of a re- 
movable core, in place of the pres- 
ent type of one-piece core; the new 
type making possible the winding 
of alternating current dynamo ma- 
chinery in the same way as ie the 
present practice with direct current 
machines, viz: on the sutside, in- 
stead of the inside of the bore,gind 
with preinsulated form-woeund ils, 
inste hind process. This 
invention’ féduces labor cost of 
eriginal construction and mekes it 
possible to rewind, simply and ex- 
peditiously, the stator, which is at 
rresent impracticable because of the 
inaccessibility for rewinding pur- 


poses. 

The chief value ef the invention 
lies in ita applicability to small or 
fractional power units, and the sav- 
ings effected through rewinding 
small induction motors -which has 
hA-etofore been too expensive to be 
practical. due to the inaccessibility 
of the slots on account of the small- 
ness of the bore. By the new 
process, the inner core of the stator 
being removable, the life of the 
amall motors is extended indefinite- 
ly, through the simplified rewinding.

An interesting story of how the

ROWSING among my books the other day TI came 
upon thig,bit of observation made by Master Ber- 
nard Palissy,a potter, who lived some 400 years ago. 
.“Far better It is,” says this artist, “that one man or 
a small number of men should make their profit from 
\ , - gome art by living honestly, than that a large number 
of men should struggle, one against the other, so that 
they may gain a livelihood save by profaning the arts, 
leaving things half done.” 

. The surpassing beauty of Palissy’s work is such that it 
is still highly valued and what there is of it in existence 
is treasured among the art collections of half a dozen 
famous museums of the Old World. 

Palissy was originally a worker in painting and 
. glass, but when the crafts split up, the glass workers 
becoming artisans, the painters, artists, Palissy fol- 
lowed the latter. But he fell into evil days and for 
some time his fortunes were very indifferent. 
“In one of his long rambles over Europe he happened - 
one day to spy a bit of pottery of exquisite beauty. 
This so fired his artistic soul that he set to. work-to 
create a pottery of his own design and creation that 
would meet hig ideal. For fifteen long Years he toiled 
and experimented and though he failed repeatedly to 
find just the right combination of clay and coloring he 
finally hit on the proper formula and ag a result found 
himself famous almost immediately. 
“Now Palissy’s fame rests largely on his wonderful 
pottery. He did a number of things well, but-in this he 
excelled and only because he was a true artist, who 
refused to do work that would, as the saying is today, 
just “get by.” ete 

Palissy was a living exampte of Carlyle’s definition 

‘be genius—“gn infinite capacity for taking pains.” His 
is the spirit we lack nowadgys. There are undoubted- 
ly thousands of potential Palissys, but they lack the 
character and determination of “taking. pains” to do 
pets.”

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east to west 3000 miles across Siberia, on 
whose bosom is freighted for the world’s 
consumption the products of a vast and fer- 
tile interior. 

Almost paralleling this, bordering Man- 
churia, and also serving as an artery for 
the riches of Siberia, Manchuria and Mon- 
golia, is the Chinese Eastern Railroad, a 
corporation controlled by Russians and 
Chinese, with the funds held in the Russian- 
Asiatic Bank. Incidentally, the Shanghai 
branch of this bank, with its magnificent 
granite building, has just been taken over 
by the Chinese government. 

It was into this bank that the Chinese 
government has been paying the Russian 
part of the Boxer indemnity. This money 
had been used to keep up the Russian 
embassies in China and Japan. Prince 
Kudasheff, the Czarist, who has been posing 
in China, as Bahkmetieff, has here, as 
Russian Ambassador, loudly wailed at this. 
The French also wailed, for they had been 
supporting him in his policies. 

However, China held to her course firmly. 
She demanded that the Japanese, who were 
in possession of the railroad, with 100,000 
soldiers on guard, give way to ‘Chinese. She 
also notified the internatienal committee, 
headed by the British, who thought they 


- were controlling the situation, to keep hands 


off. 
On October 4 the Viadivostek papers 
stated that French and British asserted 
that the Japanese were secretly arming 
bandits all along the line to stir up trouble. 

Up to Apri) of this year 10,000 Russians 
had been able to efficiently guard this road. 


Charge Japanese with 
Violating Pact. 


ESB guards, on April 3, as reported in 
the News Summary of Vladivostok, 


3 sent this notice out to the world, which 


tells its own story: 

“HARBIN, April 3.—Having heard that 
Japanese troops are to be transported from 
South Manchuria into Transbaikalia, the 
railway employees have resolved: When 
in 1919 all the Allies entered Russian ter- 
ritory they declared that they would not 
violate the sovereign rights of the Russian 
people. At the present time all Allies who 


. signed this declaration have removed their 


troops, except Japan. Japan alone does not 
comply with her promise given with other 
mations, and regardless of her separate, 
friendly assurances does not recall her 
troops and threatens to occupy all of East- 
ern Siberia. She conducts war with Russia 
without having declared it. Being located 
within the zone of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, on Chinese territory, we are un- 
able to hinder her actions. We, the railway 
employees, find that we can only appeal to 
the better feelings of humanity. Such a 
situation in which the Japanese have put 
us has no precedent in history. We, Rus- 
siane, are forced to aid in transporting 
Japanese troops, guns and ammunition 
which on the next day will be used against 
our brothers. Weare forced to become 
accomplices of Japan and become murder- 
ers and traitors to our country. If we do 
not use force, cannot use it, we must not 
be denied the right to express love for our 
country and people and say we cannot 
comply with Japanese demands and will 
mot transport her troops and military 
cargoes.” 


On April 25, a deputation handed an ap- 
peal to M. Pimenoff, managing. director of 
the Chinese-Eastern Railway, including 
seven demands, one being that no Japanese 
troops be permitted to use the railroad. 


Urin’s Arrival Stirs 
Up a Furer. 


in September M. Urin, represent- 
ing the government at Verkhne-Udinsk, 
which is trying to unite all the factions in 
Siberia, and get from under foreign dicta- 
tion, went to Pekin, where he was soon 
jomed by M. Agareff from Viadivostok. 
China in return sent ite former Ambassa- 
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much from. This was what appeared in 
the papers of Viadivostok: 

“PEKING, Sept. 28.—The Chinese gov- 
ernment has demanded from M. Urin, rep- 
resentative of the Verkhne-Udinsk govern- 
ment that he confirm in writing that he is 
in no way head of a diplomatic mission 
representing Russia as a whole or of the 
government of the Far East. Urin was 
again asked to corfirm hefore the diplo- 
matic corps that he arrived in Peking only 
for the purpose of establishing trade rela- 
tions between China and the bordering 
Siberian districts. The representatives of 
the great powers have declared cate- 
gorically that no one ghall be given the 
rights as. Russian diplomatic representa- 
tives or consular agents in China, since 
China has officially refused to recognize 


thé’ Russian Ambassador, Prince Kuda- 
sheff.” 

In Viadivostok papers also appeared 
these items: 


“PEKING, Aug. 8.—-The Chinese authort- 
ties are informed of a plan to seize the 
Chinese. Eastern Rallway by an element of 
the Russians (Semeonov or Semenoff) sup- 
ported by the Japanese. According to this 
plan, bridges, etc., are to be blown up and 
the opposing faction blamed. Then the 
Japanese and their henchmen will demand 
that be permitted to guard with arms 
the whieh will be in such num- 
bers that it will be.seizure,” | 


Would Move Japanese 
Troops Secreily. 


“PEKING, Aug. 8.—China does not pay 
any attention to the threat to the Chinese 
Eastern Railway by Japan. Recently 1000 
cars were demanded by Japan for the 
evacuation of the Japanese troops from the 
Tranebaikal, The evacuation of these 
troops was announced several times, but 
without making any statements as to the 
points these troops would be evacuated. 
The Journal de Peking devotes to this 
question a number of articles from which it 
appears that the Japanese troops from the 
Transbaikal region will be stationed along 
the Chinese Eastern Railway. A telegram 
anese command is preparing quarters for 
a numerous army along the railroad. A 
number of confidential telegrams were 
recently published by the North China Star 
which confirm the plan of Japan to seize 
the Chinese Eastern Railroad. A telegram 
sent by a Japanese general to Ataman 
Semenof says: ‘Japan will carry into 
effect her plans without taking into consid- 
eration the views of the other powers. The 
Japanese government will never agree to 
recognize an independent state in the Far 
East and cannot recognize the Vladivostok 
the 
commander of the Japanese forces, Suzuki, 
will be able to continue to protect the 
boundaries of Mongolia and Manchuria.’ 
Gen. Suzuki received recently the follow- 
ing cable from the Japanese authorities: 
‘Inform Ataman Semenoff that we approve 
of his plan to organize a volunteer corps 
in Harbin. We advise him to enlist only 
reliable officers and privates. The organ- 
ization has to be carried out according to 
the orders of the Japanese authorities and 
the troops have to be ready and to be 
brought secretly to Harbin at the moment 
this will be required.’ Thug we see that 
Japan is preparing to carry out her plans 
and already prepares public opinion of the 
inevitable organization of a new Russian 
government in the Far East to consist of 
Semenof, etc.” ;

HAVE a friend who stood by when an 
old Russian woman crawled to his feet 
begging for the life of her son who had 
tried to escape and was to be shot. Seme- 
onov shot her through the head and, kick- 
ing her, ordered “that carrion be thrown 
out of my sight.” 

It was Semeonov, led and supported by 
the Japanese, who was guilty of the “death 
trains” we read of last year. One of our 
soldiers told of seeing sixty cars loaded 
with dead and dying from typhus and chol- 
era. sick were jerked out of the 
houses and thrown like sacks into open cars 
and left to die. Amyone going near was

This man traveled like a Pasha. He had 
a special train, guarded by Japanese, in 
which traveled forty beautiful women 
whose magnificent furs and diamond- 
studded slippers were the scandal of the 
Orient.

Typhoid Fever. 


OLLOWING is by J. H. Kellogg, M.D., in 
Good Health: 

“For a generation the practice of feeding 
typhoid fever patients almost exclusively 
upon milk has, through the recommendation 
of physicians, become more and more com- 
mon, ustil it is now almost universal. The 


_ facts given by bacteriological research show 


most conclusively, however, that this prac- 
tice is im the highest degree erroneous. 
Milk is known to be a most excellent cul 
ture medium for typhoid fever germs. In 
view of this fact, it seems strange that any

“The milk and brandy diet in vogue thirty 
years ago, and still recommended by physi- 
cians who neglect to keep apace with the 
world’s progress in scientific therapeutics, 
permitted about 70 per cent of the patients 
to recover. The elimination of brandy dur- 
ing late years has improved the patient's 
chances, reducing the mortality to about 
15 per cent, but a combination of rational 
diet and treatment ig capable of rcducing 
the mortality very much lower, to 2 or 3 
per cent at least. There seems no other 
reason for the popularity of milk as a rou- 
tine diet in fevér cases except its thinness. 

“For more than twenty years the writer 
has been thoroughly convinced that the use 
of milk is objectionable in typhoid cases, 
and. has on this account discarded it. 
Twenty-five years ago the observation was 
made that under a milk diet the tongue be- 
came quickly coated, sores covered the lips, 
the breath was exceedingly foul and the 
bowel discharge putrid. When gruels pre- 
pared from barley and other cereals were 


‘substituted for milk, great improvement 


was at once observed, diarrhea was les- 
sened—generally disappearing entirely—the 
tongue became cleaner, sores disappeared 
and the fecal discharges were far less of- 
fensive. The adoption of Liebermeister's 
suggestion to feed the fever patient fruit 
soup was followed by the happiest results. 
Fruit soup, which is highly popular among 
the Germans, consists of a sort of gruel pre- 
pared by boiling for a long time such fruits 
as dried apples, prunes, figs, etc., straining 
the juice, and thickening it with corn starch 
or Sago.” 

To this I add that absolutely nothing 
should be fed in typhoid fever, or any other 
fever, except a little fresh fruit juice, di- 
luted with water because the UWigéstive 
juices are absent, and food becomes a poi- 


son. This, with drugging and doping, ac- 


counts for the fatalities im typhoid fever. 
The patients are killed, not by the fever, 
which is a curative process, but by the 


treatment.

“Prof. Lamiere has concluded from his 
researches that the most healthful diet con- 
sists of raw vegetables, grain and fruits, 
asserting that cooking is the root of all 
diseases, since it destroys the vitamines, 
thus inducing inanition.” 

This may be new to “medical science” 
but it is nothing new to those who have 
studied the building of the body by food. 


I mentioned recently an epidemic of 
ecurvy among children in a Vienna hospi- 
tal, which was traced to the double cookigx 
ot vegetables, whereby the life elements 
Were desroyed. The same results follow 
exclusive feeding of sterilized or pasteur- 
ized milk, unless raw green stuff is added. 


Cooking is a comparatively recent inno- 
vation in the history of the human race. 
When man, forced through some climatic 
cataclysm, or otherwise, strayed from his 
Original diet of fruit and nuts and discov- 

the use of fire, he gradually intro- 
duced cooking. 

There is much to be said in favor of the 
raw food theory. To a great extent cook- 
ing spoils food, from a health point of view. 
In cooking, the organic salts are largely 
deorganized and changed into the inorganic 
form, in which form they cannot be used 
by the body, but are cast forth as intruders, 
like drugs. When vegetables are cooked 
and the water discarded, three-fourths of 
the most valuable qualities are lost. Then 
instinct calls for the lacking salts, and two 
or three times as much food ts eaten as is 
necessary, igying the foundation of ill 
health, and causing an enormous waste of 
food. It is a fact that four ounces of raw 
food, eaten slowly, satisfies and nourishes 
more than half a pound of cooked food, 
swallowed in the usual way. | 

Certain foods may properly he eaten raw 
—fruits, fresh and dried, salad plants and 
some vegetables, as radishes, young car- 
rots and young turnips, also green corn, to 
which you may, if you please, add in mod- 
eration, the semianimal foods, cottage 
cheese and eggs. 

The eating of raw cereals, preached by 
2aw-food enthusiasts, is harmful to all ex- 
cept those who do hard manual labor, and 
have. strong digestions. Many have been 
injured in this way. Ripe cereals should 
be dextrinized by dry heat. 

A man named Drews wrote a book on the 
raw-food diet, of which he makes a kind of 
religion, giving it the crack-jaw name 
Apyrtrophy and he calle salads ‘“syne- 
des.” He gave a raw-food banquet in Chi- 
cago at whieh he bonsted that over fifty 
kinds of food were served—all disguised, 
mixed and mussed up. Thts is a step back- 
ward, instead of forward, and involves 
much more labor on the housewife than 
preparing a simple” meal of meat and 


greens, 

I recently received from Drews an an- 
nouncement of the first annual convention 
of the Apyrtropher Society, to be held 
in Chicago on January 20, the birthday 
of the under «f the Aquarian Age.” 

I advise all my consultants to make at 
least one of their daily meals of raw foods, 
especially raw green stuff, rich in the~or- 
ganio salts. For instance, fruit and auts, 
or salad and cottage cheese, or peanut but- 
ter little roasted. Ordinary peanut butter 
is coo’ed too much, freeing fat acids that 
irritate the lining of the stomach. 
oe is from a little book vy Stella 
rmott, entitled, “Metaphysics of Raw 
Food:

The diary 
kept by Father Crespi gives a faithful a0 
count of all their wanderings; and now, in- 
deed, was a table set before them in the 
wilderness! 


Totally exhausted by their climb over the 
last divide the Spaniards had been forced to 
spend the night—that of Januar} the 16th— 
at the base of the pass near where the San 
Fernando Mission now stands. With scant 
they con- 
tinued onward next day, toward the Mesa 
of the Gol@n Altar Cloth. They needed ill 
the cheer of happy memories of its beauty 
and the naming of the plain, as well as the 
christening of ‘the Indian chiei, in honor of 
Holy Easter. it seemed so iong ago—be- 
fore their frightful hardships.

The diary 
kept by Father Crespi gives a faithful ae 
count of all their wanderings; and now, in- 
deed, was a table set one them in the 
wilderness! 


Totally exhausted by their climb over the 
last divide the Spaniards had been forced to 
spend the night—that of Januar} the 16th— 
at the base of the pass near where the .San 
Fernando Mission now stands. With scant 
breakfast of “nuts and berfies, they con- 
tinued onward next day, toward the Mesa 
of the Golfn Altar Cloth. They needed «ill 
the cheer of happy memories of its beauty 
and the naming of the plain, as well as the 
christening of ‘the Indian chiei, in honor of 
Holy Easter. it seemed so iong ago—be- 
fore their frightful hardships. Maps of 
the coast had been wrong; they had gone 
too far to the north; they had found a new 
bay and there had planted a cross—but this 
was not Monterey. On the long way south- 
ward they had been lost for many days in 
the ranges along the coast.

T IS of interest to note thé plans now be- 

ing discussed for means of utilizing the 
water power of the St. Lawrence River, 
which comprises one of the tremendous 
sources of unused wealth in the United 
States.. 

Few of the great nations of the world 
have at their command the resources which 
we either are neglecting to utilize or are 


wilfully wasting. 


At the end of the war it was stated by 
competent government authorities that our 
waste land at that time comprised an em- 
pire six times as large as the State of New 
York. This estimate included some 300,- 
600,000 acres of western desert capable of 
cultivation throtgh irrigation; it also in- 
cluded 200,000,000 acres of cut-over timber 
land that must be cleared of stumps and 
brush. According to a statement made by

The Marshall Plan. 


PARTIAL revelation of what may be 

done with the unused waters of Call- 
fornia streams is contained in the ambi- 
tious Marshall plan, whereby the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin valleys are to be 
watered by a series of canals and dams 
catching the waters of the rivers flowing 
to the great basin of Central California. 
The plan* also includes the diversion of 
the -waters of Kern River into Southern 
California, a scheme evolved many years 
ago as totally separate from any plan to 
water the entire San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento valleys. 


Before any such ambitious plan is given | 


serious consideration by the State Legisla- 
ture it should include a general storage and 
irrigation plan for the whole of the State. 
The scheme of irrigation should be ex- 
tended to include the storage of waters of 
the San Gabriel and Mojave rivers and the 
Pacoima and other canyons whose flood 
waters, if impounded, would irrigate thou- 
sands of acres. When we get around to any 
such plan it should include as well partici- 
pation by California in the storage of the 
waters of the Colorado River, an important 
project which would mean the irrigation of 
over 2,000,000 acres in California. 


Inasmuch as Southern California ordin- 


arily would be called upon to pay more than 


half the cost of this Marshall project, it 
seems only fair that the plan include the 
impounding and usage of the unused waters 
of the. southern part of the State. Prt- 
marily the Marshall plan is a project for 
the utilization of the waters of Central Cali- 
fornia for the benefit of Centra] California, 
the cost to be spread over the entire State, 
as things now 
stand, would be called upon to pay more 
than her share of the cost. 


Testing Sea Route. 
ROWERS of citrus fruits and the vege- 
table products for which “Southern 
California is finding an ever-growing market 


will await with the keenest interest the 
announcement of the results from the first 


attempt made to ship oranges and lemons 
to 
Atlantic Coast markets. Two thousand 
boxes of fruit were dispatched from Los 
Angeles Harbor for the eastern seaboard 
a week ago in the steel iiner, Charles H. 
Cramp, of the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific 
Steamship Company, a vessel specially 
equipped with refrigeration facilities for 
the coast-to-coast run. The tria] shipment 
is being made by the Caltfornia Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, which has been guar- 
anteed a sailing time of fifteen days. Roth 
refrigeration and ventilation methods for 
preserving citrus fruits are being tried out 
on the run and the Exchange expects to 
give the ocean. shipping plan a thorough 
test. Great expectations from sea trans- 
portation to the other side of the continent 
were entertained by agricultural producers 
on the eve of the opening of the Panama 
Cana] and before the war came along to 
sweep the seas of ships and disrupt ocean 
commerce. We are only now getting 
around to a real test of the possibilities the 
Panama €anal may hold for the growers 
of our perishable products. 


Use the Water.

ply and do not use it to advantage at 
this time of moisture deficiency in the soil 
are likened by agricultural experts unto a 
family that is suffering from cold while a 
huge pile of wood stands unused at she back 
door. Students of conditions urge all who 
can get water to apply it to the land in

Adviser Hodgson, of Los Angeles county, 
who speaks for careful observers zenerally, 
says that even six inches of rain, with no 
run-off would not make up the deficiency 
of moisture in the average Southern Calli- 
fornia soils. Rains which have fallen thus 
far this season in the southern. part of the 
State have only penetrated about twelve 
inches in favorable soils, he says, and trees 
will show the result of this drouth next sea- 
son if water is not applied. Field crops, too, 
will show the effect of the moisture defi- 
ciency unless heavy rains come within a 
few weeks, or the ground is heavily irrt- 
gated. 

This condition does not prevail north of 
San Luis Obispo. In Northern and Central 
California, in fact, more than the usual 
amount of rain has fallen, a direct contrast 
to conditions last year when in certain 
parts, at least, of Southern California the 


NO WIZARDRY IN PRODUCTION OF 
§EEDLESS AND HYBRID FRUITS. 


N A recent conversation with a friend 
{ the writer was surprised to hear him 
say, “This seedless fruit business is all 

a mistake.” Why-such a desirable feature 
of many of our finest flavored fruits should 
be so considered by anyone seems stranze. 
For many years experimenters have been 
busy with the problem of creating seedless 
fruit. Until recently their success has been 
only indifferent; but within the past decade 
quite a number of fruits have been rendered 
seedless, or have had their seeds made 
fewer and smaller. In the majority of wild 
fruits the seed occupies a large proportion

is good snow storage on the mountains in 
the north and a fair storage in those of 
Southern California and it behooves the 
farmer and orchardist to soak his land with 
water if it is available. - 


More Stock Needed. 

T IS*to be feared that the farmers of the 

southwestern irrigated valleys will plant 
too much alfalfa this winter and in early 
spring on land which bore cotton last sea- 
son. It is pointed out by careful observers 
that a surplus of alfalfa may result next 
year unless the live stock in Imperial, Palo 
Verde, Coachella and Salt River valleys is 
increased to consume a large portion of this 
feed. The cotton growers are thoroughly 
disappointed at market conditions, and their 
present tendency undoubtedly is to turn 
their cotton land back to alfalfa, because 
alfalfa during the last season hag been 
scarce enough to make prices high, Here 
arises the danger that land may be planted 
to alfalfa to such an extent that by the end 
of next season the supply of alfalfa hay 
will be in excess of feed requirements. 

It would seem the part of wisdom to con- 
tinue to devote a fair proportion of the 
cotton land to this crop, notwithstanding 
the past season's experiences, as next sea- 
son may see better conditions for the cot- 
ton growers. The very fact that so many 
are sick of cotton augurs for an improve- 
ment in this line. 

An excessive alfalfa acreage should be 
avoided for the same reason an excess of 
cotton should be guarded against. The 
live stock population of the irrigated val- 
leys mentioned is, largely because of 
the cotton fever, now below  nor- 
mal, otherwise the danger of overproduc- 
tion of alfalfa would not be so great. The 
alfalfa crop is too bulky to be moved long 
distances to market. In general, the action 
most urgently needed in the valleys of the 
Southwest seems to be ‘a great increase of 
live stock. More live stock raising is need- 
ed to put the Southwest on a wholly sound 


of the fruit. Many: wild fruits with a fine 
flavor are practically worthless, in fact, on 
account of the seeds. 

Probably the best known and most widely 
used of any seedless fruit is the Navel 
orange. While its origin is shrouded in 
mystery, it is known that it was developed 
somewhere in Brazil, probably as a “sport 
branch,” or what is known among fruit 
growers as a “mutation,” and was intro- 
duced into this couptry about 1873 by 
William Saunders, then in the Agricultural 
Department at Washington. Mr. Saunders 
secured six trees through the aid of women 
missionaries at Bahia, Brazil. He failed to 
make the original trees grow but secured 
some new ones through budding and gave 
two of them to a Mrs. Tibbets whose hus- 
band had bought land near Riverside. These 
two trees are now standing in Riverside, one 
in the yard of the Mission Inn and the 
other at the foot of Magnolia avenue, They 
are the progenitors of the great seedless 
navel orange industry of California. It is 
a strange coincidence that at about the 
same time the Washington navel! was intro- 
duced in this manner, another navel orange 
was developed in Australia, although this 
was not of so good a quality. 

From bud variations there are now many 
types of the navel orange, although the buds 
came from the same original parents. 
Lemons, limes and pomelos have been 
rendered practically seedless for a number 
of years, and recent types of lemons and 
limes that are absolutely seedless have 
been grown. The great Eureka lemon that 
has made the California lemon known 
everywhere is practically seedless. 

Persimmons, in their natural state, have 
seeds; but there are several] varieties now 
propagated that have lost not only their 
seeds, but nearly all of their astringency 
as well. Where the Virginia variety was 
inedible till after frost, we are now raising 
seedless persimmons that ripen.in sunny 
California. Even the pomegranate hag de- 
veloped a-variety that has a small hard 
spot surrounded with a soft jelly, where the 
seed is located in the commonly known 
species. 

‘Figs are made up principally of seeds,” 
is a common comment; but the writer knows 
of four varieties of figs so nearly seedless 
that the seeds will not bother a person 
wearing false teeth, and two varieties that

pulp taking the place formerly occupied by 
the seeds. 

Grapes have lost their seeds in the cases 
of the Sultanas and the Thompson Seedless, 
while a blackberry with practically no 
seed or core and without thorns is within 
reach of any who wish to plant them. 
About twenty years ago (my informant is 
a son of the man who owned the tree) a 
peach tree that bore pitless peaches was 
developed, but the tree died without buds 
being propagated, therefore was lost to the 
world until another mutation produces the 
same result. ? 

Many experiments have been made to 
secure a seedless and coreless apple. It is 
reported that a man in Oregon has secured 
this result, and the writer is interested in 
a tree that has produced seedless and core- 
less apples on part of its branches for sev- 
eral years. It remaing to be seen if this 
feature can be propagated. 

THE SO-CALLED WIZARDS. 


It is frequently asked by those not versed 
in the fruit-growing problem “Why, if these 
things are produced occasionally, doves not 
some one produce the desirefl results in 
other fruits?” Simply because they don't 
‘know how. The writer is always amused 
when he hears or reads a reference to a 
“plant wizard.” “There ain’t no sich ant- 
mule.” There is no more wizardry in the 
production. of a new fruit or in changing 
the nature of an old one than there is in 
the production of animals. Nature never 
made a mule. Man learned that by breed- 
ing the female of the horse faniily to the 
male of the jackass family he produced a 
tough, hardy anima] that was different from 
either. 


Plants are hybridized by the same proc- 
ess. 
knows that plants are possessed of sex ele- 
ments similar in nature to those of animals. 
The great difference lies in the fact that 
while it is possible to control the parentage 
of animals, it is a difficult matter to do so 
in plants on account of the different ele- 
ments that enter into the operation, To 
fertilize a plant the pollen, the male ele- 
ment, ‘that is borne on the stamen of thé 
flower, must reach the pistil, the female 
element of the flower, in order to cause the 
fruit to develop. If this is not done, the 
fruit either will not set or it will drop off 
when partly grown. This pollen is a fine 
flour-like substance and is carried in a 
variety of ways—the bee is the commonest 
carrier—buj other insects help and the 
wind is a dig factor. It is, therefore, difi- 
cult to fertilize with one particular element 
and for this reason seeds of fruit trees sel- 
dom come true to type. To illustrate—if 
you have a clingstone peach and a freéstone 
next to each other they may cross pollenate 
so that a seed from the cling peach would 
produce a tree bearing freestone peaches, 
and vice versa, 

To produce new fruits, therefore, igs the 
result of countless experiments and not of 
any knowledge of wizardry possessed by any 
special person. Anyone who will exercise 
care and judgment can do it. 

SEX IN PLANTS. 

Let us take two quite well-known fruits 
as an example: The plumcot is neither a 
plum nor en apricot, but a combination of 
both. The tangle possesses both the nature 
of the pomelo or grapefruit and the tanzer- 
ine. This fruit was produced by fertilizing 
the female blossom of the Marsh's seedless 
grapefruit with the male blossom of the 
Dancy tangerine. 

To produce this result in any fruit, it is 
necessary to determine the nature of the 
blossom. Some fruits have bisexual blos- 
soms; that is, blossoms in which the male 
and female elements are combined in the 


isame blossem, Others have both male and 


female blossoms on the same tree, while 
others still have the male flowers on one 
tree and the female on another, thus mak- 
ing it necessary to’ have a tree of each sex 
in order to get fruit, The Smyrna fig fe a 
notable example of the latter kind, the fruit 
of the male tree being borne for no other 
known purpose than to act as the home of 
the fig wasp that carries the pollen of the 
mhle to the female thus fertilizing it and 
causing the figs to mature on the female 


tree, whereas otherwise they would all drop - 


off. 

When we have found the nature of our 
flower, as in the case of the grapefruit, we 
remove all the stamens from the flower, 
thus removing any opportunity for self-

Mass and Individual Treatment. 


In the maintenance of a flock of domesti- 
cated fowl the one thing above others to 


calls for a wholesome environment and 
wholesome feeding. But it is not to write 
of sanitation that prompted this para- 
graph; quite to the contrary, we were 
thinking of the treatment of individual all- 
ing birds—an operation that always im- 
presses us as not only unprofitable, but 
more or less irksome. What is really re- 
quired (if sick fowl are to be doctored at 
all) is a rem@dy that can be applied in 
mass rather than individually. This may 
be accomplished by application in the mash 
foods or else in the drinking water. Nat- 
urally there are cases where only the indl- 
vidual tredtment is possible. Among the 
preventive remedies is permanganate of 
potash, which is usually effective for thé 


ordinary complaints. Get the crystals and 
make a saturated solution—which means 
put a few more crystals in the water than 
it will dissolve. In a saturated solution of 
permanganate of potash there are always 
crystals in the bottom of the vessel.

Mr. Stowell is a firm convert to the idea 
of having live stock of some kind on the 
citrus ranch to supply fertilizer for the 
trees, In his case it is Rhode Island Red 
hens, which besides yielding valuable soil 
food, produce a good income in themselves 
for their owner.

Built by J. H. Olsen,

NEW REFRIGERATING 
SYSTEM TO BE TRIED. 


~ Chlifornia farmers and fruit growers 
use more refrigerator cars than’ those of 
any other State, and are much interested 
in the proposed test by railroads centering 
in Los Angeles of the brine system of re- 
frigerating products shipped in railroad 
cars, evolved by the A. B. C. Transit Re- 
frigeration Company of Chicago, represent- 
ed by Lewis Penwell, president, 
now in Los Angeles. This system is in use 


many large cities. It has been thoroughly 
tried out and is said to have been found 
adapted to the shipment of oranges, canta- 
loupes, and other products. 


a large part of this refrigeration is wasted 
en route. With the use of brine circulating 
through pipes in the top of the car, the 
brine being kept in motion through the 
rocking of the car, the ice bill is kept down 
and a more uniform and generally lower 
temperature is maintained, according to the 
A. B, C. representatives, The new system, 
it is claimed, saves half the ice, saves 
about 26 per cent of the loading space, be- 


icause the brine tanks are on top of the car, 


and gives an even températtre all over the 
ear. It also gives a clean job of refrigera- 
tion because it. takes the humidity out of 
the car. Tests have been made of this sys- 
tem in the shipment of cantaloupes from 
Imperial Valley. Lettuce may be shipped 
without ice in the containers with the brine 
method, it is claimed, and milk can be 
shipped from the Imperial Valley to Los 
Angeles without danger of loss. This sys- 
tem is now used by some of the large 
creameries in Los Angeles, on trucks. 


GRIT ESSENTIAL TO 
HEALTH OF FOWLS. 


Grit is essential to the health of fowls 
and to economy in feeding. Grit takes the 
place of teeth in. preparing the feed fer 
further digestion and fs required for the 
proper preparation of feed in the gizzard. 
When the feed is not properly takeh care 
of in. this organ, an undue strain is thrown 
on the fowl’s system, often resulting in 
disease and also allowing mach of the nutri 
ment to pass through the bird's body with- 
out being absorbed. In every pen or yard 
a box of grit should bé kept. Recent in- 
vestigators have asserted that grit is a 
part of the necessary feed of a flock, giving 
the fowls strong bones and, a bright 
plumage. 

Ordinarily, the hen does not consume 
enough lime to form the shells of eggs, if 
the is laying abundantly, unless something 
besides the ordinary grain feeds is accessi- 
ble to her. Oyster shells are very good 
tor this purpose. A box of crushed shells 
may be placed before the fowls, allowing 
them to eat at will. Old mortar and fine 
gravel are also useful in supplying lime. 

Charcoal readily absor gases, impurt- 
tes, and acids, and thus acts as a cor- 

rective when the stomach is sour and di- 
has been impaired.

REARRANGING HERB GARDEN. 


In January, while there is generally con- 
siderable moisture in the soil, is a good 
time for the rearrangement of the herb 
garden. Those who have no herb garden 
are missing something. uch persons can 
start one at this time, nearly all the 
varieties are hardy. No garden is reaily 
complete without a collection of sage, caro- 
way, thyme, summer savory, parsley, pep- 
permint and other herbs. The fresh herbs 
are much better for flayoring and garnish- 
ing than the dried herbs bought at the store. 

Some of the herbs can be divided at tnis 
time and set in other locations. Do not let 
the peppermint get too much of a start in 
the garden. Keep it within bounds, or it 
will become more of a pest than otherwise, 
though this need not deter the gardener 
from planting it, as it spreads from stolons 
rather than from roots. Thyme can be in- 
creased by either seeds or cuttings. Win- 
ter marjoram can be divided at this time 
and increased. Fennel will not do well un- 
less sown again. The herbs, as a rule, like 
a warm, sunny corner, and fairly light soil. 
Keep all the herbs growing in a square plot 
in a corner of the garden, where they will 
not interfere with the annual plants, 
GROWING PEAS. 


Either dwarf or telephone peas start 
well in January and they should be given 
the most careful treatment. Peas planted 
at this time of year should be set nearer 
the surface than fh summer, say an inch 
deep in light soil and three-fourths of an 
inch deep in heavy soil, in order that the 
seed may be warmed and sprout readily. 
In March, Ap?il and May peas should be 
planted nearly twice as deep. 

Let us follow the method for growing 
sweet peas in raising peas for the table. 
This is as follows: Dig a trench ten or 


with barnyard manure, or compost, or well- 
decomposed chicken magure. Do not use 
fresh chicken manure as it burns the plants 
it comes into contact with. Fill up the 
trench with loose soil and irrigate, planting 
the seed in the moist soil as soon as it can 
be worked. If recent rains have fallen, it 
ig not necessary to irrigate. The smooth 
varieties are best adapted for winter grow- 
ing. Train the peas up on trellises so as 
to keep them out of the way of moisture 
and pests and to allow for hand cultivation. 

Peas are very susceptible to climatic 
conditions and weather changes, but the 
peas which sprout in late January will not 
be greatly injured by frost in most loca- 
tions in Southern California, Do not irrt 
gate peas until they come up. And do not 
irrigate too frequently during the remainder 
of the winter, for peas do not like too damp 
a soil. They will stand a frost while they 
are blooming, but after the young pods ap 
pear, a heavy frost will injure the pods. 
When mildew appears spray with the best 
sulphur you can get, and spray in the 
morning.

fertilization. The pollen from the tanger- 
ine can then be gathered at the proper time 
of ite development, the protecting covering 
removed from the female flower (which 
should be covered in such a manner as to 
prevent any pollen except that from the 
desired flower reaching it) and the pollen 
dusted over the female flower, thus fertil- 
izing it. This can be done with a camel- 
hair brush, or a number of flowers can be 
used and placed in a fine linen cloth and 
dusted over it. Allow the fruit to mature 
and then piant the seed. 

It will thug be seen that to produce a new 
fruit or a hybrid fruit by intention is a 
process requiring time and care, but there 
is nothing mysterious about it. Not many 
people will take the time and exercise the 
patience required. to do these things and, 
therefore, most of our new fruits are the 
result of chance mutations or sport branches 
on trees, or of chance seedlings growing up 
that have been thus cross-pollenated. 


NATURD FOOLS ‘EM. 


On one occasion a neighbor had a num- 
ber of Wickson plums in one row and a row 
of Satsumas on one side of them. At the 
time these blossoms were mature and ready 
for fertilizing, the wind blew continuously 
for nearly a week im a direction where it 
carried the pollen from the Satsumas to the 
Wicksons. I never ate such plums, and, 
knowing the cause, bought a lot of them 
and planted the seeds, hoping to secure a 
magnificent new plum. Here again Nature 
fooled me, for on account of some unéx- 


?|plained reason, not one of those seeds grew, 


They were planted with care; other seeds 
made growth near them. Is it possfble 
that there is some strange law of philopro- 
genitiveness that acted in this case? It is 
claimed that a one-sixteenth tdood Negro 
was never known; that the blood will not 
blend further than the eighth. Does some- 
thing of this kind hold good in the fruit 
world and did it manifest itself here? There 
were over 100 seeds planted. 


Mutations or sport branches are’ respons!- 
ble for most of our new varieties of fruits. 
It is no uncommon thing to find differences 
in the fruits grown on the same tree. The 
writer has a lemon tree in his yard that 
bears seedless fruit on one side and fruit 
with seeds on the other, while the nature 
of the fruit is also different. This tree was 
frozen down in the cold winter of 1912-13, 
came up from the roots, one stem, and was 
never biidded. The nectarine came as a 
sport branch on a_ peach tree, and Prof. 
Wickson ig authority for the statement that 
nectarine seeds will sometimes produce 
peach trees, or trees bearing peaches in- 
stead of nectarines.

EGYPTIAN COTTONSEED. 


Cottonseed is the most important by- 
product of cotton entering into the export 
trade of Egypt, according to the Americgen 
Consul at Alexandria. Of 9,767,786 bushels 
‘of cotton seed exported during the cctton 
‘year from Sept. 1, 1919, to Aug. 31, 1920, all 
went to the United Kingdom with the ex- 
ception of 12,824 bushels consigned to the 
continent of Europe. The carry over on 
hand at the beginning of the 1919-20 season 
was greatly increased by a good crop and 
diminished exports during the subsequent 
season so that the present 1920-21 season 
{will start with the unusually large quantity 
of 1,524,761 bushels on hand.

“Witnessed a tryout of a_  cotion-picking 
achine that has been successfully used in 
ibe cotton fields of the South Atlantic 
Sistes. This mechanical cotton picker, 
drawn by a small garden type tractor, Is 
reported to have picked 480 pounds of seed 
cotton in pine hours, or about five times the 
amount that one man would pick. Two men 
operated the machine. The cotton picked 
was cleaner than that picked by hand in 
the same field, &nd cotton buyers who at- 
tended the demonstration are said to have 
agreed it was three grades better than the 
hand-picked fibre. 


_ The advent of tlie cotton-picking machine 
im the Imperial Valley and. its apparently 
successful work has -set the farmers to 
pondering. They realize that cotton ig the 
only important agricultural product that is 
not harvested by machinery, and believe 
that the production of cotton Will never be 
steadily profitable until some means is 
found to cheapen the cost of production, 
A cotton-picking machine that will success- 
fully harvest the fiber will go a long way 
toward solving the cost problem.

The price of cotton was originally based 
upon slavee labor, in the Southern States, 
and this is one of the chief reasons why the 
planter has received an adequate return for 
his labor and investment only one year in 
ten, on an average. The pickers absorbed 
all the profits. The planter planted for his 
negro and white help, not himself, except 


‘for the years of America’s participation in 


the late war. During the past two years 
three types of cotton-picking machines 
have appeared, and all three have seemed 
to be fairly successful both in reducing the 
cost of picking and in picking cleaner cot- 
ton. These types were of radically different 
principle. One. as the machine conceived 
at Geeley, was of the suction type. Another, 
the most widely used, was of the brush type.

He, therefore, arranged a series 
of brushes in a cylinder which led to a cot- 
ton reservoif, and his picker was complete.
